The reaction may be appropriate 
in big cities like L A. and San 
Francisco where there’s plenty of 
action, but not in Lompoc, according 
to Kelley. Owner of Community 
Ambulance Service, he drives an 
ambulance for a living. 
One might conjure up the most

Once in a while we 
get one," reported Kelley, looking 
and acting more like a pet store 
manager than a man who lives as 
dangerously as a race car driver 
A movie ambulance driver would 
burst with hair raising stories about 
his profession Kelley, who speaks 
in a quiet and retiring manner.

closely upon MacGillivray

Republican 
stronghold of MacGillivray 
in Santa Maria Santa Ynez 
Valley precincts went to 
MacGillivray 
with 
few 
exceptions, Solvang sources 
said. 


Thus, it appeared, Rains 
accumulated 
a 
large 
majority in the South Coast 


areas in scoring an 8,818 
victory margin in Santa 
Barbara 
County 
as 
compared with a 7,641 vote 
margin in Ventura County, 
according to unofficial final 
returns. 


The Rains victory means 
the Ventura Democrat and 
the 
Santa 
B a rb a ra 
Assembly Republican will 
both sit in the Legislature 
for the remainder of this 
year Rains will complete 
the unexpired term of new 
Congressman 
Robert 
Lagomarsino 
MacGillivray will finish 
out his term this year in the 
Assembly. 


Rains and MacGillivray 
are due to battle again in 
November for the full four 
year State Senate term.

Mary 
Halligan 
— 
are 
employed. 
All 
must 
be 
properly licensed. 
Although 
they 
are 
required 
to 
pass 
the 
standard and advanced first 
aid tests, all have passed an 
em ergency 
medical 
technician course at Allan 
Hancock College and all 
hold

(Cardiopulmonary 
resuscitation) cards.

5.2 per cent still jobless 


Bloody riots 
rack Thailand 


BANGKOK (UPI) — Army troops and police withdrew 
from the debris-filled streets of Bangkok s Chinese section 
today after two days of bloody riots forced Thailand s 
interim government to declare a state of emergency. 
The violence Wednesday and Thursday killed 12 persons 
and injured scores of others. At least 50 persons were 
reported under arrest. 
Tanks called out to protect government buildings 
rumbled back to their barracks this morning, leaving the 
streets empty of armored vehicles two hours after sunrise. 
In the area around the Plabplachai police station, scene 
of the heaviest fighting, border police patrols pulled out 
and normal traffic for the Buddhist Lent holiday flowed 
throught the streets. 
Burned out hulks of buses and cars commandeered by the 
rioters littered streets around the station. Chinese shop­ 
keepers, however, opened stores as usual in the midst of the 
piles of debris and smashed traffic lights. 
Lt. Gen. Narong Mahonond, the metropolitan police 
chief, said most of the fighting ended before dawn today, 
but he said there was still some sporadic sniping. 
The state of emergency officially remained in force this 
morning and police stayed on alert after dispersing rioters 
who had roamed the area during the night. 
Narong reported one policeman dead and five rioters 
killed in Thursday night’s clashes. Other sources placed the 
toll in the Plabplachai station fighting at a minimum of 11 
dead.

P h ilad elp h ia 
in 
1752 
to 
com m em orate th e 50th anniversary of the 
C om m onw ealth of Pennsylvania, it was 
first cracked b y its clapper a month after 
it had been h u n g in the State House yard 
for testing 
After s e v e r a l 
recastings to attain a 
better m e ta llic composition, it was placed 
in the S tate H o u se steeple, and rang out 
defiance 
o f 
British 
tax 
and 
trade 
restrictions, proclaim ed the Boston Tea 


On the r ig h t b y William Buckley 


of 
Party, and 
the 
first reading 
Declaration of Independence. 
During the Revolutionary War the bell 
was moved several times for preservation, 
and its journeys continued periodically 
until finally it found its present resting 
place in the tow er hall of Independence 
Hall 
in 
1896. 
Because of 
its deep 
association with the War of Independence 
it was never recast. 


The bell rem ains mute, but it was freed 
from its glass cover in 1915 so that the 
people might touch it. 
Silent, it still proclaims through the 
intimate sense of touch and of love of 
liberty, the hope that people feel the world 
over...the hope that liberty indeed will one 
day touch and b less all men.

The issue of a state lottery and 
bingo continues in California And it 
continues to be an enigma. 
For the issue which has been 
before the legislature numerous 
times is not whether either should 
be legalized. It is merely a question 
of placing the proposals before the 
people for a decision. 
And it is not a question of whether 
lottery 
tickets can 
be sold 
in 
California. They can be had already 
one way or another. The proposal is 
to establish a state operated lottery 
by which the citizens will be assured 
that the tickets they buy are genuine 
and by which the state can realize 
some revenues now being lost in the 
illegal sales. 
In the same vein the question of 
bingo is not whether citizens can 
play the game. Everyone knows the 
games operate here and there. The 
question is whether the law will be 
changed so that the churches and 
fraternal lodges and whoever else 
now run bingo games can do so 
legally. 
Nevertheless the 
proposals 
to 
permit a ballot decision on these 
questions now appear to be dead for 
the balance of this year. The lottery 
bill by Assemblyman Leon Ralph, 
passed the lower house but died for 
lack of a motion in the Senate 
G o v e r n m e n t a l 
Or ga ni z a t i on 
Committee which handed the same 


fate to Senator David Roberti’s 
bingo measure. 
It is not too difficult to figure out 
the failures of the lottery proposals. 
Since such a lottery would be 
entirely operated by the state there 
is nothing to be gained by anyone 
except the people. The part private 
enterprise would have in a lottery 
would probably be, as it is in other 
s t a t e s , 
l i m i t e d 
to 
s m a l l 
commissions for many retailers 
acting as ticket sellers. 
But lined up against a state lottery 
are private interests who fear that a 
lottery might erode some of the 
available 
gaming 
douars 
from 
operations such as pari mutuel 
wagering and the Nevada casinos. 
Not that these interests offer visible 
opposition in the front ranks comes 
from some church representatives 
and other do-gooders who seem to 
think the state should write the 
moral codes for its citizens. 
Still, it is an irony that those in the 
church ranks should oppose lotteries 
and bingo when there are few 
citizens who have not been solicited 
to buy “ prize” tickets from some 
church and many have played bingo 
in some church. It is also an irony 
that the legislature should refuse to 
permit 
the 
lottery 
and 
bingo 
questions on the ballot when they 
annually appropriate millions to the 
state and county fairs who sponsor 


carnivals 
where 
“ skin” 
games 
abound for the enticement of the 
dimes of little children. 
Cer t ai nl y 
the 
l egi sl at i ve 
opposition was not because anyone 
feared such activities would foster 
organized crime. For Assemblyman 
Ralph produced a surprise witness. 
He was James Richey, executive 
officer for the National Gambling 
Commission, 
a 
federal 
agency 
studying gambling. 
Stating 
he 
was 
not 
here 
to 
advocate or oppose but merely to 
share 
the 
information 
the 
Commission had gathered he stated 
there has been “a total absence of 
scandal” in the eight state lotteries 
now operating. “There is absolutely 
no evidence that it is other than a 
benign activity and no evidence that 
it leads to any social crimes. “ He 
said the lottery has proved to be an 
activity of “a dispassionate nature 
with many players, none betting 
large sums.” 
Richey said, in addition to the 
eight states now having lotteries, 
five more states are starting and 
others, like California are studying 
it. He stated that the New Jersey 
lottery 
had 
produced 
greater 
revenues 
for 
the 
state 
than 
anticipated and that most operated 
at a 10 per cent overhead with the 
balance being split between the 
bettors and the state.

Detente's price tag

thinking. He sacrifices issues he 
considers secondary in order to 
achieve his main goals. 
Detente with Russia and China is 
Kissinger’s prime goal. He made it 
clear to associates in the crucial 
days of the Vietnam war that if the 
chance of detente was impaired by 
our relations with South Vietnam, 
Cambodia or Laos, so much the 
worse for those relations. 
In this same vein, a high adviser 
in the Nixon administration who 
favors nuclear parity with the Soviet 
Union, was approached the other 
day 
by 
an 
associate 
reporting 
Kissinger’s latest counter argument 
to 
parity. 
The Russians, 
the 
reasoning went, require and should 
have more intercontinental ballistic 
missiles and more missile power 
than the United States because 
Moscow must not only be able to 
balance off the American force but 
be able to meet the China threat as 
well. 
This argument is most curious or» 
its face. It is known that Soviet 
diplomats 
are 
convinced 
China 


eventually will be in Moscow’s 
camp and opposed to Washington. 
We don’t know whether Kissinger 
had decided to follow such logic in 
dealing 
with 
the 
Russians, 
or 
whether he was trying out this 
argument within the administration 
to determine whether it would sell 
here at home. 
The laudable Kissinger dream of 
detente becomes dangerous if it 
becomes so much of an obsession 
that the Secretary of State is blinded 
to the dangers which would result 
from 
a 
treaty 
which ignored 
military-technical 
realities. 
The 
situation is especially dangerous 
today when a Watergate-weakened 
President is in no position to lay a 
firm restraining hand on his strong- 
willed secretary of state. 
Look 
then 
at 
some 
of 
the 
problems: 


The Kissinger 
people are now 
discussing setting yield limits on 
MIRV 
warheads 
(MIRVs 
are 
mi ssiles 
with 
independently 
targeted warheads), limits which 
could put the United States at 
serious disadvantage. Because of 
the much greater number and size 
of Soviet missiles in the works and 
the 
greater 
number 
of 
MIRV 
warheads each Soviet missile could 
carry, a fixed yield 
per warhead 
would give Moscow obvious firm 
superiority once Russian accuracy 
approached 
ours. 
Secretary 
of 
Defense James Schlesinger had 
hoped to offset the Soviet size-and- 
numbers advantage by using new 
technical 
research 
to 
develop 
greater 
yields 
for 
the smaller 
American warheads. 
The Kissinger men have also 
proposed limiting the number of 
ICBMs which could be converted to 
MIRVs. But today there is no secure 
way to verify whether Moscow is 
living up to such an agreement. 
From a spy satellite, a MIRVed 
ICBM 
looks 
precisely 
like 
an 
unMIRVed weapon. The difference 
is under the skin. 
Kissinger’s talk of an agreement 
on underground testing of nuclear 


weapons is likewise dangerous al 
this time. Even a limited partial bar 
is foolhardy. Scientists at the 
California Institute of Technology 
at 
leading 
Japanese 
research 
laboratories and at other scientific 
stations in the United States and 
abroad 
have 
made 
remarkable 
progress these past few years ir 
distinguishing earthquakes — bul 
under very precise conditions where 
a great deal is known about the 
situation at the earthquake center. 
These abilities are a far cry 
indeed 
from 
dealing 
with 
underground 
nucl ear 
tests 
thousands of miles away in virtually 
u n k n o w n 
r e g i o n s 
whose 
characteristics can only be guessed.
